Corning as it did after a day of vary­ 
ing tem peratures the oftiftal bulletin 
issued early in the evening, stating 
that the pontiff's fever had left him 
and that his tem perature stood at lib, 
was received with considerable appre­ 
hension 
and

M archiafava 
prepared to spend the entire night 
with his holiness. 
The guards about 
the sick chamber 
were 
further 
in­ 
creased and two extra beds were set 
up in an adjoining cham ber for the 
night watchers. 
Much Anxiety at Vatican. 
It has been expected by those of 
the pope’s household that were the 
physicians successful in fighting off 
pneumonia, that the departure of the 
fever arising from tiiis cause would 
leave 
the 
patient 
in 
an 
extremely 
weyk and depressed state. 
This has 
proved true and owing to the pen tiff's 
extreme age there is no disguising the 
fact that much anxiety is pervading 
the Vatican o vtr the outcome of the 
night. 
Although the pope's heart appears 
no weaker under the steady adminis 
tratloii of stimulants and the* uiToc- 
tlon of the kidneys Is apparently a 
thing of the past, the frequently re 
eurring periods of fever followed by 
the consequent depression to which Is 
added the new ramification of harden­ 
ing of the arteries, which appeared 
again during the afternoon, the phvsi 
clans admit that they are greatly con­ 
cern« d, but are hopeful that the pope 
w ill puss the crisis very soon. 
Bulletin 
Encouraging, 
The first bulletin of the day was 
very encouraging. 
It said: 
“ The pope passed the night tranquil­ 
ly. 
lie has no fever and his general 
condition is good.” 
O ver this bulletin, however, the at­ 
tending physicians, M archiafava and 
Arniei, had their lirst professional dif­ 
fer« ace. Doctor Am iei wanted to pub­ 
lish the pulse, tem perature and re­ 
spiration, but M archiafava vetoed this 
proposition. 
This ^vas at eight o’clock 
and an hour later came a bulletin riot­ 
ing a drop in temperature. 
The 
pope’s sister, Anna, left the 
Vatican at 11 o'clock. 
Sh<* had spent 
the night In her brother's household. 
She was sobbing and looked tired and 
haggard. Sh«* stated that, the pope had 
slept very little the eatafrhal affect ion 
having prevented repose.

■Doctors of style in the w riting of 
En g lish declare that the use of italics 
for emphasis is a positive tault., show­ 
ing weakness of construction and in­ 
ab ility to « xpress ideas strongly by a 
right arrangem ent of words. 
N ever­ 
theless, italics are used deliberately 
by some forceful w riters to gain added 
effect and to fasten the eye and the 
mind of the reader upon important 
points, jsomewdiat as a speaker w ill 
strengthen his oration by vocal em­ 
phasis and gesture. 
W h atever m ay be 
said for or against the use of italics 
they 
certainly 
reveal 
the 
writer's 
s«mse of relative im portance in 
the 
things ho has w ritten. 
H e has select 
ed certain words and hence, as we 
note their significance we begin tc 
know more of the man behind the 
words. 
His choice of emphasis tells 
\m what m anner of man be is. 
His 
italics are an index of his mental ot 
moral character. 
W’e are all w riting history day by 
day 
On every page some things are 
written small, others stand out boldly 
in italics. 
Take up the book at night 
and read the story of the day. 
It w ill 
be an interesting record— perhaps a 
startling one. 
Doubtless we shall feel 
very much like correcting the prool 
when we find where the italics are 
set.— Christian Herald.
